SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The computer image file entitled HH14f.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is a photographic image in colour. It depicts a naked girl on her hands 
and knees on a bench, with a male standing behind her in a position that implies he is 
engaging in vaginal intercourse with her. The female has youthful facial features, and 
is thin with small breasts. Her physical characteristics suggest she is in her early 
teens. 

The publication promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes. This is because it explicitly depicts a young person engaging in sexual 
activity, and its intended purpose is viewer sexual arousal. This has the effect of 
validating the notion that young people are legitimate and available as sexual partners. 

Because it promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes, the publication is deemed to be objectionable under s3(2)(a) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. Section 3(2) deeming provisions are 
inconsistent with and override the rights to freedom of expression set out in s14 of the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
